Minerva and Aransas hooked up at the six- 
teenth post and from there to the wire had it 
hammer and tongs. Minerva was on the inside 
and Aransas bore in on her and seemed deter- 
mined to crowd the filly ever the fence. Co- 
burn, who rode Aransas, acted fairly enough 
and in his effort to keep his mount from com- 
mitting a foul was compelled to pull the geld- 
ing’s head sideways so that when be passed the 
wire Aransas was looking s«iuarely into the 
stand. On the other hand. Minerva was run- 
ning as true as a die and her margin at the 
finish was plain enough to the judges and to 
any one who happened to be on the same angle 
that the ofi^cials were. 

Kid Weller burned up the ring on the second 
race. He backed Lissome from 20 to 1 down to 
8 to 1, and the gelding won easily. Weller 
watches the races closely and got a line on Lis- 
some in a race in which the gelding was badly 
ridden at Lakeside. 

James Arthur left last night for St. Louis. 
Ho starts W. J. Deboe in the Inaugural Handi- 
cap and will have J. Martin to ride. 

Nothing but bad racing luck kept Laureate 
from winning his race. The gelding was bumped 
into and knocked to his knees by Monongab 
and after that was compelled to race on the out- 
side of his field all the way. Leo Newell, 
handled to perfection, won. the race rather 
handily.

WASHINGTON BARK’S FKOGBAM. 

Secretary James Howard is the author of a 
neat little book, now ready for distribution, 
that will interest horseman vastly. It is the 
program book of the Washington Park Club 
meeting of this good year. Outwardly it is a 
duplicate of last year’s program book but inside 
of the covers it is different in that it shows 
clearly that the club will give outright some- 
thing like $50,(XX) more than it did last year. 
This has no reference to the fees from horsemen 
bnt is the money to be paid from the club’s 
treasury direct to winning owners. 

The book gives the racing conditions for 
twenty-one days, four days being left blank for 
programs to be devised hereafter. The lowest 
purse is of the value of 1600 and the highest 
$1,500. There are seventy-four purses of 1600 
each, five of $700 each, two of $800, one of $1,000, 
six of $1,400 and one of $1,500. Those ranging in 
Talueifrom $1,000 to $1,500 are for over-night 
handicaps. The six $1,400 handicaps and the 
$1,5^ handicap each have $1,000 added by the 
the lorplna over and above those figuree 
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being American Turf Congress money which by 
the conditions of the races is to be divided 
among the trainers and jockeys of the three 
placed horses in each case. 

On the New York tracks two and sometimes 
three stake races are run off on the same day, but 
out west one stake has always been held to be a 
sufficient attraction for any single day. For j 
this year Secretary Howard has arranged that 
the Great Western Handicap and the Quick- 
step Stakes are to be decided Saturday, July 6; 
the Maywood Stakes and the Midwood Stakes, 
Thursday, July 11, while the closing day, Satur- 
day. July 20. will witness the decision of the 
Lake View Handicap, for two-year-olds, as well 
as of the famous Wheeler Handicap. The inno- 
vation is welcome and makes room for the new 
stakes cf the future. 

The book is neatly indexed and besides the 
names of the horses nominated and the list of 
purses, contains much of value to horsemen. 
Daily R.\cixg Form w’ill furnish a copy to all 
who may apply for it.
